DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 

U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 

Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 13-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Rauchfuss et al- US Patent # 6.964,694. As to claims 13-14 and 29, Rauchfuss 
et al disclose diesel particulate filter monitoring including an acoustic source 
(engine 11), filter 14, receiver (acoustic sensors 20a/20b) and an evaluation unit 
(controller 21), see fig. 1 and abstract. As to claims 15-16, note col. 1 , lines 43- 
46, indicating the signal being detected is in the ultrasound range. As to claims 
17-19, note microphone 46 in sensors 20a and 20b. As to claims 20-27, note the 
source (engine 1 1 ) and sensor 20a on the same side and additional sensor 20b 
on the opposite side of the filter. As to claims 28 and 30, note usage of the 
Doppler shift in frequency components (i.e. phase positions) can be used. As to 
claim 30, Rauchfuss et al suggest a pulse or sinusoidal shaped signal by 
indicating the sounds generated by the engine reflecting up and down the 
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exhaust tract, see col. 4, lines 41-46. As to claim 32, Rauchfuss et al Indicate 
usage of a temperature sensor 18 or inferring temperature from other sensor 
signals, see col. 5, lines 17-28. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112:

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 15-16 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. In claims 15, 16, on line 
2, "the producible signal lacks antecedent basis. In claim 28, on line 2, "the 
acoustic signal" lacks clear antecedent basis. Note, the numbers in parenthesis 
are not given weight in the claim. 

Specification
